For promoting tissue regeneration on wound surfaces (1 ) e.g. to interqrow with 
other wound surfaces o with an implant, or to heal into tissue surfaces, mechanical 
oscillation is coupled into the wound surfaces with the aid of a ^ -A treatment instrument 
(2) or the implant being coupled to an oscillation drive , preferably an ultrasonic 
oscillation drive, i s brought i nto contact with tho wound surface (1 ), or an i mplant i s 
i mp i ng e d w i th osc ill at i on dur i ng and/or aft e r b e ing pos i tion e d i n th e t i ssu e . The action of 
the oscillation is a mechanical and thermal one and depending on the oscillation a ete 
m e chan i ca ll y and th e rmal l y on th e t i ssu e i n th e r e g i on of th e tr e at e d wound surfac e (1), 
and accord i ng to th e intensity it is stimulating, traumatic, necrotic or cell-destroying. 
Using the implant for the treatment means that the treatment is effected during or after 
positioning the implant and therefore effects undesired cells having been brought to the 
wound surface with the implant. Treatment instruments (2) or implants applicable for 
the treatment are designed as oscillation bodies and at their distal end thev comprise 
contact surfaces with energy directors. acts i n a st i mu l at i ng, traumatic, necrot i c or c ell 
destroy i ng manner. Therefore, b i o l ogica l o l omonts i nh i b i t i ng t i ssue rogonorat i on aro 
d e stroy e d or d e natur e d and th e m e tabo li sm i n th e r e g i on of th e wound surfac e i s 
st i mu l at e d. Th e effect may a l so be a mechanica l one, s li ght l y compact i ng or reg i ona ll y 
dis l ocat i ng th e t i ssu e . S i nc e th e treatm e nt can b e eff e ct e d dur i ng or aft e r pos i t i on i ng an 
i mp l ant, necros i s i n part i cu l ar e ff e cts undes i r e d c ell s, such as conn e ctive tissu e c ell s, 
mucous co ll s and diseased co ll s hav i ng boon brought to tho wound surface w i th tho 
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i mp l ant, wh i ch c ell s may i nh i b i t th e int e rgrowth b e tw ee n t i ssu e and i mp l ant. 
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
